Treated ia Their New Home.

lowing the insane patients to remain 
in Langdon & Clark's “‘ ciazy pen” so 
many years. The unfortunate beings 
have occupied the new building tor 10 
days, and if they continue te improve 
for the next two months as rapidly as 
they have since their arrival home the 
number will be reduced 50 per cent. 
The reason for so great an impreve- 
ment in so shorta time Can be gc- 
counted for in several ways. First, 
the building iq woll arranged for their 
comfort; the rooms are all large, light 
and well veotilated, each room having 
a window admitting sunshine for sev. 
eral hours every day. Second, the 
food furnished is of good quality and 
nicely prepared, and every meal is rel- 
ished by the patients. Third, the 
change of climste from Stockton to 
Reno seems to have been of great ben 

efit to them. Fourth, there being only 
150 patients, Dr. Dawson and his as 
sistants have time to give every one all 
the attention required, Dr. Clark 
had so many to look after that it 
would seem from the complaints made 
by the more fational Obes among the 
number that they were perhaps too 
often neglected, or, to say the least, 
did not have as good care as they are 
having now,

She would 
sing to her flimsy plaything with cou 
siderable feeling, while others in the 
ward would join in, each singing a 
different song.

Johnny Gates, sent to tlic 
State Prison for life for killing a man 
at Hamilton, and was pardoned out 
on the grounds of insanity, is still in 
the Asylum. Cray John,“ sent 
from this county two years ago, is 
about the same old crank, with no 
great improvement in bis mental con- 
dition.

THE BILL OF FARE. 


They all know their places at the 
table, and at 7:30 the goug sounds for 
breakfast, when they are taken from 
the wards to the dining room, where 
musb and milk and coffee one day, 
cracked wheat the next and oatmeal 
the next is furnished. For dinner 
boiled meats with bread, beans, pota- 
e and bread pudding is served 
on Monday; Tuesday and Sunday, 
stewed mutton, vegetables and milk: 
Wednesday and Saturday, roast meats, 
bread, beans, potatoes and coffee: 
Thursday the same as Tuesday, and 
Friday, fish, bread, butter, coffee. etc., 
They are furnished with a light sup- 
per, consisting of bread and butter, 
ginger cake and apple-sauce, with tea 
or milk. After breakfast Dr. Dawson 
visits the several wards, writes his 
prescriptions, and orders anything as 6 
special diet required. At 8 o'clock 
the male patients are turned into the 
recreation grounds, and there remain 
until 11:30 wher they are returned to 
the ward to prepare fer dinner. At 1 
o'clock r. u. Dr. Dawson makes an- 
other visit to all requiring special at 
tention, and the same in the evening. 
Each attendant is furnished with a 
blauk every morning, which he fills 
out, showing the number of the ward, 
number of patients, number sick, 
number taking medicine, number wet 
and dirty day and night, number 
wearing wristlets, number wearing 
muffs, and how and where employed. 
This is handed to the Supervisor, who, 
after receiving reports from all the 
ward attendants, makes up a gen- 
eral daily summary for the Superin- 
tendent. Dr. Dawson makes his 
monthly report to the Commissioners 
from these reports. Three patients 
have been received and two discharged 
since the lst, and the Doctor contem- 
plates discharging five more this week.
